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The Unemployment Paradox 


In January, registrations of men and 
women in Canada who were able to work 
but could find no work to do numbered 
161,000—a gratifying decrease of 37 per 
cent from the figure for January, 1937. 

But there are far more than that many 
men and women in the Dominion 65 years 
of age and over who are working for a 
living, and helping to pay unemployment 
relief allowances to younger ones and their 
large—and increasing—army of depend- 
ents. Why not reverse this absurdity, 
put the older folks on pension? and give 
the younger a chance to get jobs? 

Could anything be more ridiculous 
than to keep these older people on the 
tread-mill while their grandchildren draw 
unemployment “pensions"’? 


West From Jasper 


Edmonton will be represented at a 
meeting to be held at Prince George on 
May 7th, to urge the extension of the Jas- 
per highway westward to connect with 
the highway system of British Columbia 
and thus open a direct route from this 
city to the Coast. 

The immediate obstacle is that Mount 
Robson Park is owned by British Colum- 
bia, and until it is turned over to the Do- | 
minion there is little likelihood that 
federal money will be spent extending the 
highway through it. As British Colum- 
bia is doing nothing to make the park ac- 
cessible, and has plenty of more urgent 
calls for road-building elsewhere, there 
should be no great difficulty inducing the 
province to relinquish the park to Domin- 
ion control on condition that the high- 
way be extended through it. 

That done, fifty miles of new highway 
is said to be all that would be required to 
connect with the present highway from 
Blue River to Kamloops. Since this would 
be definitely a “highway approach to a 
Dominion park,” federal assistance could 
be expected in filling in the gap. 

McBride and Prince George boards of 
trade will be represented at the May 
meeting, along with the Lumbermen’s As- 
sociation and other interested organiza- 
tions. The conference should be able to 
exert influence both at Victoria and at Ot- 
tawa to get this long-mooted project 
under way. 


People Must Have Houses 


The Government of New Zealand is 
finding it difficult to arrange and issue 
loans as fast as these are applied for by 
people who want to build houses. For the 
reason that the interest on the loans is 
only 4'4 per cent over long terms of small 
monthly payments. 


Albertans will have no trouble under- 
Standing why the clerks in the New Zea- 
land loan department are busy. If the 
Dominion Government were offering 


building loans here at the same rate of 
interest. the loans branch would set a 
pace to make New Zealanders wonder. For

The Right to Say “No” 


Premier Pattullo is hovering around | 
Ottawa, supposedly trying to gain accept- 
ance for his plan to annex the Yukon ter- | 
witory, and also the valley of the Mac- | 


kenzie river, to the province of British 
Columbia, Without in either instance hav- 
ing secured the consent of the people con- 
cerned, 

The Yukon is governed by a council, 
which draws one-third of its revenue from 
Dominion subsidies, another third from 
license fees, and the balance from liquor. 
So far as known the Yukoners have made 
no complaint with the present arrange- 
ment. And so far as there has been any 
reflection of their views they are pretty 
unanimously opposed to being annexed to 
British Columbia or anything else. 

The Mackenzie valley is already an- 
nexed to the province of Alberta geo- 
graphically and commercially, The pro- 
posal of the British Columbia Premier is 
that it be hitched politically to a province 
from which nature shut it off by the 
Rocky Mountains and with which it has 
and can have little or no business rela- 
tionship. 

What either the Yukon or the Mac- 
kenzie valley would gain by annexation, 
or that either of them would gain any- 
thing, is not at all clear. If precedent 
counts for anything. the residents of 
those districts would be made aware of 
the change chiefly by the number and 
amounts of the taxes they would have to 
pay. 

That the Dominion will put through 
any annexation scheme, without giving 
the people concerned an opportunity to 
veto it if they want to, is exceedingly im- 
probable. That the residents of both dis- 
tricts would turn down any such proposal 
is altogether likely.

what is 
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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

The orange is a golden fruit capable of bring- 
ing rich returns in the form of increased health 
to those who use it. Its popularity is partly due 
to its agreeable flavor and partly to its health- 
giving qualities. 

Even though the flavor is so pleasing it is my 
opinion that more people buy oranges because 
they think they are good for them, than because 
of the taste. In questioning patients I find that 
those using oranges will tell me they do so be- 
cause they feel better when including this fruit 
in the diet. 

When questioned closely as to what they 
mean by “feeling better” they give various re- 
sponses, such as an increased sense of physical 
well-being, better appetite, more zest for living, 
feeling fresher, being able to do more work 
without tiring, etc. 

The feeling of enjoying greater well-being 
is due to some extent to the vitamin C in the 
orange. An insufficient amount of this vitamin 
in the diet will tend to produce the lassitude and 
laziness characterizing what is popularly known 
as “Spring Fever.” When such a lack has been 
felt, the feeding of oranges will tend ‘to correct 
the symptoms and bring about a return of nor- 
mal well-being. This effect is produced because 
oranges are an excellent source of vitamin C; in 
fact an 8-ounce glass of the juice supplies all the 
vitamin C needed in the body for one day, ac- 
cording to modern calculations. 

Oranges have still another virtue in that they 
supply calcium, which is one of the necessary 
food minerals. Present-day diets are likely to 
be deficient in this particular mineral which has 
many uses in the organism. In the young child 
calcium is indispensable for the growing of 
strong bones and teeth. 

In the adult, about 98 per cent of the calcium 
is stored in the bones and teeth, while the rest 
is found in the muscles and other soft tissues and 
in the blood; the calcium concentration in the 
blood itself being remarkably constant. Calcium 
helps the blood to clot, helps the heart to con- 
tract, and aids controlling the nerves by mak- 
ing them less irritable and excitable. 

Food calcium is largely absorbed in the upper 
part of the small intestine and such absorption 
is favored by an acid medium. Hence, the natural 
acids present in oranges encourage the absorp- 
tion of the valuable calcium supplied in the fruit 
itself. 

These mild fruit acids also stimulate the flow 
of bile and other digestive juices and at the same 
time have a mild diuretic effect which makes the 
kidneys more active, thus aiding the kidney 
elimination. The large amount of water in the 
fruit also helps this elimination process. 

Studies made on tubercular patients over a 
period of many months show that the feeding 
of orange juice brings about an improvement in 
the red blood cells and hemoglobin. It is my 
opinion that these blood-building qualities are 
just as valuable to the average person as to the 
tubercular patient. 

Oranges are recommended by many diet 
authorities because they leave an alkaline ash 
after being burned in the body. 

I suggest that for your health’s sake, you 
make it a point to use oranges or the juice some- 
time today. Step out into the kitchen and 
squeeze out enough juice to fill a large glass or 
go to your drug store fountain and ask for a 
large glass of real orange juice. You'll find a new 
zest in life, more pep in your walk, and a feeling 
of fresh energy from the “lifting” effect of the 
fruit sugar.

ANSWER: It is generally the best plan when 
a patient is facing conditions which are resistant 
to change and which are causing irritation, to 
meet the situation by trying to find an activity 
which will bring some measure of satisfaction. 
Very often a hobby turns out to be a life-saver. 
In every case of persistent tiredness it will be 
found that emotional dissatisfaction or inner 
conflict is entering the picture to some degree. 
Having read one book on psychology, why not 
go on and read others? They should be helpful 
to you in giving you some insight into your pro- 
blems. The neurotic is generally very open to 
Suggestion and easily takes on the symptoms 
described in books which he reads. This may 
be true in your case and I therefore believe it 
would be advisable for you to read only books 
dealing with normal psychology. Stay away 
from those discussing abnormal conditions. You 
may find it easier to bear your present difficulty 
by remembering that even the most irritating 
situation is often cured by time. The thing 
which seems to be unendurable today may be 
gone from your life ten years from now. While 
you are trying to make a more satisfactory ad- 
justment, try to do those things which help to 
build good physical health. Some of your tired- 
ness will be banished by using such measures 
as right diet, intestinal cleanliness, outdoor exer- 
cise, and adequate rest,

A Day in Canadian History

Fif'y years ago and less Montreal 
was subject to severe floods prac- 
tically every spring. and grand- 
parents of today can tell this gen- 
eration of the trials they had in 
“the good old days” when winter 
was loosening its grip upon the 
St Lawrence.

“The city has had no improved 
property standing vacant for the 
Past year. As soon as one tenant 
moves out, another person snaps 
up the premises and we now 
have a waiting list of prospec- 
tive renters, 

“The land department is receiv- 
ing an average of 20 inquiries a 
day from people wanting to rent 
homes. The low-rent property — 
between $15 and $25 a month— 
Moves particularly fast.” 

BIG SALES 

Supt. Paterson reported that dur- 
ing the past year the city had dis- 
posed of 50 improved properties. 

Of the city’s 1,400 tenants, about 
15 per cent are relief cases, the offi- 
cial said.
